NEW YORK, June ll-^-(AP)— 


Investigation of the drowning o: 
Miss Starr Faithfull, 25-year old 
Greenwich village beauty, was'com- 
plicated today by the revelation that 
she had been treated for acute al- 
coholism at Bellevue hospital, 
city institution. 
Hospital records showed that she 


was taken to Bellevue on March 20 
from a hotel where ambulance sur- 
geons said they found her in com- 
pany with a man who said he was 
her husband. She was admitted to 
the hospital under the name of 
Marie Collins. 
District Attorney Elvin N. Ed- 
wards of Nassau county, who is 
conducting the investigation, has 
not abandoned his theory that she 
was slain. He said descriptions of 
two men would be sent to police 
with a request for their arrest. In- 
formation in his possession, he said 
warranted putting the case before 
the grand jury., Mr. Edwards yes- 
terday predicted the arrest of "a 
prominent politician" and visited 
Boston in that connection. There 
was no arrest. Edwards virtually 
eliminated the politicion. 


Body Braised. 
Edwards said his theory was that 
Miss-Faithfull was beaten into un- 
consciousness then held under water 
until she. drowned. Her body was 
found.in the surf a$ Long Beach, 
Long Island, last Monday. She had

Friday. 


There were numerous bruises on 


ihe body and an autopsy" revealed 
that death was caused by drown- 
ing. 3So~ traces of alcohoi or opiates 
were-found in' the body. 


Pursuing their investigation of

Mauretania and Franconia, police 
sent raoiograms asking statements 
trom Dr. G. Jameson Carr, ship's 
doctor of the Franconia, the chief 
officer, and other members of the 
crew, concerning what they knew of 
the incident of May 29, when Miss 
Faitbfull was-put aboard a tug after 
the liner had started down the bay 
She was described as beta? intoxi- 
cated at the time. 


Escorted From Liner. 
Her last visit to the Cunard pier 
was last Friday, the day she dis- 
appeared. Information given police 
was that she was escorted from the 
Mauretenia in an intoxicated con- 
dition by a steward and placed In 
a tajcicab.

Edwards said that detectives had 
ocated a diary belonging to Miss 
?aithfull, which he expected would 
hrow additional light on her ac- 
ivities and acquaintances.

Douglas Votes. 


Although state institutions have 


faced a steadily increasing demand 
for admittance and building needs 
have progressively mounted, Gover- 
nor Charles W. Bryan's latest budget 
recommendations, supposedly con- 
taining provision for the Nebraska's 
building needs, will not begin to 
meet the pressing requirements of 
the state in the opinion of Senator 
James A. Rodman of Omaha'. 
The governor's building claims 


were "blown up" by Senator Rod- 
man in an analysis of the state's 
building in the last decade which 
were secured by The Star early 
Thursday afternoon. 


Where the governor in his budget 
message claimed he was providing 
$482,500 in the way of a building 
program. Senator Rodman presents 
figures which he claims show thart 
the governor's building program is 
actually only $358,000. The remaind- 
er of the amount claimed by the 
governor represents repairs and re- 
placement items. 
One-Third for Omaha. 
Although the governor's building 


recommendations are the lowest in 
the decade with the exception of the 
previous Bryan administration and 
only about a third' of the lowest 
amount that has been deemed nec- 
essary in the years since Bryan's 
former term, more than a third of 
the total building requests approved 
by the governor were for one Omaha 
institution. Senator Rodman pointed 
out."The governor has not forgotten 
that there are thirteen Omaha rep- 
resentatives and five Omaha sena- 
tors," the Douglas county solon 
declared. His remark indirectly 
charged that the governor's recom- 
mendations 
which provided 
for 


$125,000 appropriations for buildings 
at the state school for the deaf in 
Omaha were a deliberate log-rolling 
effort to get Douglas county votes 
lined up In support of his budget. 


Another significant phase of the 
Rodman analysis of building ex- 
penditures is the startling increase 
made necessary in the state's build- 
ing program in the biennium fol- 
lowing the first Bryan administra- 
tion, 1923-25. 


,, Hnre Appropriation In 1925. 
At that time Governor Bryan 
slashed building needs, with the re- 
sult that only $282,500 was expended 
for building purposes. In the next 
biennium, a total of $1,869,000, the 
largest building appropriation in 
state history, had to be made in an 
attempt to catch up with the build- 
ing needs. 


In 1927, the building appropria- 


tion was $974,730, and in 1929 It was 
$1,494,000. Governor Weaver recom- 
mended an appropriation of $1,370,- 
000 for the JtfJl oiennlum, in con- 
trast to the Bryan recommendation, 
which Senator Rodman puts at 
$358,000. 
Tills ilguic, his analysis shows, is 


comparable '« tne building ilgurei 
citea for years of previous adminis- 
trations, in no case in making the 
analysis were figures of repair and 
replacement ,tems included. 


MebuUdlng and Ucpairs Included. 
The same table shows that the 


1919 legislature appropriated »671,- 
800, nearly twice tne present Bryan 
recommendations, despite the great- 
ly increased needs of the state to- 
day. The 1921 legislature, just a 
decade ago, appropriated $842.500. 


Senator Aoaman would even go 


farther than the $358,000 figure in 
reducing the Bryan ouilding pro- 
gram to its actual building worK. 
'In order to arrive at nis claim 


of $482,500 for building program," 
Senator Rodman says, "ne has been 
compelled 
to 
Include seventeen 


minor items aggregating $140,700 
which cannot strictly be included 
or considered in a building pro- 
gram. He also included $75,uOO for 
rebuilding a building that recently 
burned at the state farm. This is 
strictly a replacement." 


Subtracting these 
two figures 


from the Bryan total of $82,500 
would leave only $266,800 for an 
actual state construction program 
for the biennium. It is in -this 
connection that Bryan's allowing 
$125,000 for the deaf school drew 
Senator Rodman's caustic comment 
showing his feeling that the gov- 
ernor was attempting a log-rolling 
move. Aside from the deaf school 
appropriation, this 
would leave 


only $141,800 for the building pro- 
gram for the other-sixteen, insti- 
tutions under the board of control, 
the state university, and four nor- 
mal schools.

original budget last January. Two 
yeSTago the legislature appropri- 
ated $3,708.000 for university main- 
tenance.

All six republican members of the 


finance committee and one demo- 
cratic 
member, 
Representative 


Eohlff of Omaha, voted to fix the 
amount at $3,600,000. The other four 
democrats—Messrs. OTtfalley, Began, 
Anderson (Kearney), and Campbell 
—all opposed any increase above the 
latest budget-figures, 
--- 


After action was taken by the fi- 
nance committee increasing this and 
other items, the'four non-concurring 
democrats g^ve notice that they 
would fight the amended budget bill, 
H R 5. on the floor of the house 
and vote againt it. Mr. O'Malley, 
democratic iloor leader, predicted 
that mil increases would be cut out 
of the bin before it could pass the 
house,Bortne fmd Segregated.

noomnwoded rtatu board of agri-

amount was toft at $100,000, as pro- 
posed by the governor, but the com- 
mittee added to it whatever unex- 
pended balance may remain 
on 
hand from the old appropriation at 
the close of the biennium, June 30. 
This balance Is estimated at up- 
wards of $50,000. • 
Provision for the board of agricul- 
ture is to be made in H. R. 9, In- 
troduced Wednesday by Representa- 
tive Bivens, republican, of Adams 
county. That bill is still to be con- 
sidered by the finance committee. It 
allows $75,000 for state fair main- 
tenance, $10,200 for purchase of 
land, and $20,000 for state advertis- 
ing, in addition to the governor's 
recommended items. 
Representative^-Rohlff stated,-fol- 


lowing the committee meeting, that 
he would introduce a separate bill 
appropriating $20,000 for payment of 
premiums at the Omaha Ak-Sar- 
Ben live stock exposition. Governor 
Bryan omitted any such item from 
his current budget, although last 
January he recommended $15,000 for 
that purpose. 
Cat. on Institutions .Stands. 


- No change was made by the fi- 
nance committee in the amount of 
$3.422,250 which Governor Bryan in- 
cluded in his revised appropriation 
schedule for maintenance of the 
seventeen institutions under the 
board of control. This is 10 per cent 
less than what the governor al- 
lowed in his January budget. The 
state senate is expected to raise this 
item and some others which the 
house committee did not. - 
For, the railway commission, -the 
finance committee increased salaries 
and wages from $40,000 to $60,000 
and traveling expense - and extra 
help from $15.000 to $30,000. This is 
in a separate bill, H. R. 7. 


A number of other changes in the 
general budget bill, H. R. 5, were 
approved, as outlined in this news- 
. paper yesterday. 
As the bill now 


stands, it carries a total about $400,- 
000 greater than the revised Bryan 
budget. 


Institution buildings and Improve- 


ments,* as provided for in H. R. 7, 
have not as yet been substantially 
changed by the committee 
from 


what the governor allowed. 


Combine Controls Honse. 
General expectation is that the 


combination of democrats and irreg- 
ular republicans in the house will 
be able to defeat practically all in- 
creases over the governor's figures 
and force the passage of appropria- 
tion bills in practically tht same 
form as Bryan prepared them. In 
the senate, however, some material 
Increases probably will be made.- 


The tug of war will then come 


between the two branches. Each 
chamber win have to make some 
concessions, or there will be danger 
of another deadlock such as that 
which caused-the regular session to 
adjourn on May 2 without passing 
any appropriation bills for the state 
government. 


Republican senators are saying lit- 
tle, but their attitude with few ex- 
ceptions is said to be that they 
not accept dictation from Governor 
Bryan and the democratic minority 
In the house.

The tity conncfl is rapidly maturing plans for the 


erection on Market Square at Tenth and Q streets, 
of a new municipal building to house the fire, police 
and health departments. It Is to cost approximately 
J350.000. The fire department quarters -win be in the 
jcuth end. the entrance and exits being on Q street 
Immediately to the east of the municipal filling sta- 
tion. 


Under this arrangement there to at once created 


a most hasardois situations. At times the fire fight- 
ers win find their egress to fires blocked by a long 
line of autcpodbilcs reaching from file filling station 
to Troth street, awl separated fiwa the fire depart- 
ment doors by only the width of the sWcwaix. The 
delay because of this might spell the dlfferejjce be- 
tween a small fire loss and one of large dimension 
and possible loss of life. 


Utter the fiBiag stattoQ should be moved or the 


fir* department quarter* shifted to another section 
of the building. Chancing the exits to the ea*t aide 
!• net practical. Tenth street is now. or soon will be, 
an arterial over which virtually all of the traffic to 
&ad from the north, east, and northwest will pas*, 
creating a hamrd equally great a* the filling sta- 
tion.. 


This leaves but one remedy and that is to-move 


the gasoline station. 


Commissioner Foster, head of the public safety de- 


partment, who also has supervision of the muny coal 
and gasoline business, has moved the coal yard to Y 
street eart of Fourteenth. 
While he Is at It, he 


should, with the approval of the council, take the 
gasoline station to the'same location, taking with It 
the city scales and all other equipment allied with 
the business.

Where is the money to come from? The surplus 


to the gasoline fund, which now amounts to more 
than $40,000, and is growing every day. This money 
is available for but one of .two•purposes. It can be 
spent for new stations, extensions to the present 
plant, and for repairs.and new equipment; or It can 
be transferred, through a rental charge, to the "prop- 
erty or general fund, and this put into, circulation. 
Abandonment of the present, station and erection of 
a new one at another location- would be a legitimate 
charge against the fund.

Shambaugh. and 
associate* among 
the. children of 
the public schools 
for'the deaf of 
Chicago. In all 
5348 deaf chil- 
dren .were ex- 


Sixty - two of 
the children bad 
been born deaf. 
Half of the re- 
mainder became 
deaf before they 
had reached tbe 
age of. three. 
Many fof these 
wer-e probably 
born deaf, the 
parents concealing the fact because 
they wished to escape the stigma of 
having given birth to a deaf child 
Another reason for thinking that 
many of these were born deaf is 
that deafness does not begin to be 
evident anta about the age of three. 
-Nearly aH severe deafness In chil- 
dren appears before the age of ten. 
These figures include acquired deaf- 
ness. If a ch£d has come to tbe age 
of ten with good hearing then the 
chances are strongly in favor of Its 
continuing to have good hearing. 


Of the cases of acquired deafness, 
caused 20 per cent. 
ineastes S per cent, scarlet fever and 
influeaza each 7 per cent. The au- 
thors say that tonsils or adenoids 
can be responsible for severe deaf- 
ness only when icT«ction has gotten 
into the middle ear from the throat 
infection.

( Lincoln's garbage problem is be- 
cnmlng so acute, in the opinion of 
Commissioner Bair, that he is per- 
plexed as to the best way of 
l|andling it. 
; Because of the large quantity of 
refuse hauled to the dump daily, it 
wJll not be long before a new dump 
will have to be found and a differ- 
ent method of disposing of it de- 
veloped. 
At present the average 


Haul is 175 loads of garbage and 
refuse daily. 
He is uncertain as to -whether 


trenches into which garbage can be 
dumped and then covered will 
remedy conditions. If this proves 
insufficient and if no other ground 
cfrn be found for dumping, he will 
have to use the east end of the 
Oak Creek park, he declared. 
Disposal Plant Untimely. 


Eventually Lincoln will have to 
have a garbage disposal plant, Com- 
missioner Bair believes, but he 
thinks that it will not benecessary 
for some time. 
Mr Bair is insistent that every 


person hauling refuse to the dump 
have a license. By licensing the 
haulers, the commissioner points 
out it will be possible to force them 
to separate the many elements that 
make up the refuse. Old autos, iron 
and steel trash can be dumped in 
one place and sold to junk dealers. 
Inflanunable refuse can be sepa- 
rated and burned. Garbage proper 
then could be disposed of by chemi- 
cals or by the trench method. 


Must Move Dump. 
The present dumping ground is 


land owned by the state Ijoard of 
agricnlture. It is almost entirely 
covered and George Jackson, secre- 
tary, has said that the board wants 
to have the property available for 
use a ssoon as possible. 
' J'The dump must be moved," Mr. 
Bair said. "Once it is taken from 
lt| present location, there will be no 
possibility of getting it back there 
again." 


As long as the -city continues to 


toperato a, dumping ground, nothing 
but trouble can be expected, in Mr. 
Biir's opinion-. 


'"To pick-up every kind of refuse 
In one part of the city, and haul it 
to' another and dump it in the open 
air, Is manifestly, unfair to every- 
bddy who "Jives anywhere near the 
dump'grouria^They have a right to 
resent things-"of that kind,, and are' 
doing so..

Cash receipts are made up of

• which there has been a great re- 
duction of price, of departmental 
receipts, and of student fees. 
The general appropriation item is 
used for both salaries and main- 
tenance purposes. A little over 60 
per cent of this fund is used for 
salaries at the present time. The 
number of instructors employed is 
leae than for 'most universities 
handling as many students as 
The average salarv of these in- 
structors is lower than the leading 
universities In the central west. Our 
salary scale for the general faculty 
should not be reduced.

ficial to collect personal taxes. He 
would have an office on the second 
floor of the city hall.

It has been computed that under 
the Young Plan for reparation set- 
tlements Germany would pay up- 
ward of twenty-five billion dollars 
in reparations by 1988.

of pharmacy was recommended in

mendations, declined to comment on 
the" proposal. 
Rasdal revived the question Thurs- 


day morning, and was given vigor- 
ous support by 
Fred Creutz of 
Wausa, who was a member of the 
state boa.rd of examiners for three 
years. Creutz contended that grad- 
uates of pharmacy colleges are not 
immediately capable of doing actual 
prescription work. 
''The field of registered druggists 
in Nebraska is already crowded, and 
we must take steps to maintain and 
raise the standards of our profes- 
sion. Interneship may work a hard- 
ship on a few men who get experi- 
ence prior to or during their school 
days, but for the lange majority of 
young druggists ,such a require- 
ment is essential. No law can be 
made that will not hurt someone 
and we must think of the general 
•welfare of the people of Nebraska 
and our profession.-'

Creutz Answers Fenton. 


In reply to the objection of R. E. 
Femon of Lincoln, that manjr phar- 
macists have years of experience be- 
fore finishing their college work, 
Creuiz pointed ou that drug store 
work of young men before gradua- 
tion usually consists ot nothing but 
soda fountain dispension 
President Rasdal called upon 


George B. Vickry of Scottsbluff, 
honor graduate of the 
Creighton 
university college of pharmacy this 
year, to express the sentiments of 
the students. "I believe that fully 
90 per cent of the pharmacy gradu- 
ates are incapable of taking up the 
full responsibility of a. registered 
druggist at the time of graduation," 
Vickry declared. 


"Personally, and I believe that I 
can speak for the majority of other 
pharmacy students, I would wel- 
come legislation requiring a year's 
interneship 
following graduation 


before being fully registered by the 
state." 


Brookley Protests. 
Will Brookley of Lincoln pro- 
tested that the. interneship is not 
the right solution for the problem. 
"I believe that the training of good 
druggists is something that must 
start before they ever start in the 
pharmacy college. Only those young 
men or women who actually have a 
chance of becoming pharmacists 
should be permitted to enter the 
school in the first place. Those that 
do entsr should be given as much 
experience as possible during their 
schooling. 
* 


"And when these graduates com* 
before the state board, unless they 
can show sufficient practical as well 
as technical knowledge of the pro- 
fession, their registration should be 
postponed for at least a year until 
they can come up to the standards " 
Mr. Brookley also emphasized that 
sales ability is one of the factors 
which determine the pharmacist's 
value to his employer. 
"Besides 
learning the science of pharmacy, 
these young men and women must 
be able to prove that they will be 
of some good behind all of the 
counters in the store." 


Drugs Are Main Line.

river, a permanent and adequate 
supply of good water The bringing 
of natural gas through pipe lines to 
Lincoln, from the fields in the south, 
is another advance step, he said. 
• "From a town of 7,000, the city 
ha* grown to a population of 80,000. 
I have seen this. Now I hope to see 
a development that will bring a 
population of at least 100,000," the 
mayor said.

Dog Situation Now 


Amply Provided For 


Mayor Zehrunr Says Existing Ordi- 


nance Sufficient to Provide 


Recourse For All, 


Ordinance No. 1900, passed July 


11, 1921, amply provides for 
the 


handling of almost any situation 
that might arise in icgard to the 
handling of dogs in Lincoln. In one 
of the sections thero is a paragraph 
which prohibits the keeping or 
harboring of a dog that destroys 
the property of another. When 
this happens, however, the ovner 
of the damaged property has re- 
course to the courts, and collection 
of the 
amount of the damage, 


Mayor Zehrung pointed out Thuis- 
day, declaring that this clauss will 
take care of any complaint that 
has been mads recently regarding 
dogs destroying lawns, flower beds 
and gardens. 


Another section declares that no 
person shall own, keep or harbor a 
dog that barks to the extent of 
disturbing neighbors of the owner. 
Neither can a dog that disturbs 
passing pedestrians be kept. 
In 
this case all that is necessary is to 
call the police and the offending 
dog can be taken away, as is also 
the case of a dog damaging prop- 
erty. 


In the opinion of Mayor Zehrung, 
there should be little trouble in 
connection with dogs. ','Any one 
who is at all fair, and wants to do 
by others as he would be done by, 
will not harbor a vicious dog. 
Neither will he allow a dog to run 
loose and destroy the property of 
his neighbors," he said.

Since 
then he has played a prominent 
part in the Chinese-American ex- 
traterritorial negotiations and has 
been an outstanding exponent of 
abolition of these privileges which 
accord to Americans in China in 
effet the same rights they wouid 
have were they in Jhelr native 
country.
